SUCCUMBED TO FIRE. 


The Desperate Resistance eof an Evicted 
Tenant in Ceunty Wexford. \ 

Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, August 17.—The most desperate 
resistance probaby ever made was encoun- 
tered yesterday by an evicting party, conpigt- 
ing of sheriff’s officers, aided by 150 policemen, 
at Coolrowe,County Wexford yesterday. The, 
property belongs to a man named Byrne, who 
is nicknamed ‘‘Clanricarde, the Second. The 
house of the tenant, a man named Sommers, 
was converted into a regular stronghold. 
Trenches were dug around it and clay piled 
against the walis as high as the roof, forming 
an embankment which rendered the batter- 
ing ram useless. The scaling ladders were 
repeatedly thrown down anda fearful strug- 
gle went on from 10 in the 
morning till 1:30 in the after · 
noon, when the emergency men gave up the 
fight. The Brothers Redmond, members of 
Parliament, rushed into the yard while the 
struggie was at its height. One shouted, 
Well done, my gallant countrymen, you 
have beaten the battering-rams. God bless 
you!’’ After a long respite forty 
policemen who were ordered to 
rush up to the earthworks, were 
promptly repulsed and some badly woundel 
in the head and face. Twenty men were then 
ordered to charge with bayonets, but were re- 
pelled by the men on top of the house. 
Finally, at 6 o’ clock, the house was fired, but 
evenfthen the inmates only surrendered at the 
earnest supplication of their sympathizers. 
The event has created the wildest excite- 
ment in Ireland and must make the work of 
evictions and Baifvur’s task of governing the 
country by means of coercion increasingly 
difficult.

THE NORTHWEST CROPS. 


A Heavy Decline in Yield—Reports of Dam- 
age Not Over-Estimated. 

Sr. PAUL, Minn., August 17.—By a careful 
summary from reports sent in by about twelve 
hundred correspondents in Minnesota and 
Dakota, it is showp that the damage to the 
spring wheat crop has at no time been over- 
estimated. Out of 100 dozen reports received, 
less than a dozen fail to mention damage from 
one cause or another. None of those from 


the south of, the State fail to note 
considerable injury from chinch-bugs, and 
while some sections have been devastated 
by this pest tag vw | for years, it is 
noticed that the territory affected is 
larger than usual. The least injury thus far 
has been done in the north, t h 80 
cent of the reports speak of damage 
The greatest danger, however, in the extreme 
northern counties, lies in early frosts, and the 
weather now prevailing in that section is not 
calculated to basten matters in the line of har- 
vesting. More damage is being done every 
day, and with wheat ae continually de- 
layed, there is no reason why the next Gov- 
erninent crop report should not show a ter 
decline than 8 percent in the condition of 
spring wheat for the month of August. Nor 
is the danger yet passed in the south- 
ern part of the State, as the grain 
in shock and even that stacked is being re- 
— soaked by the almost daily rains and 
b sult may be a material difference be- 
tween the crop harvested and the 
marketed. A few counties report 

acreage sown to wheat, but the number is not 
so large asinany believed. and while some 
grain men, who are not given to exaggera- 
tion in such matters, believe thatthe crop of 
1888 will exceed 100,000,000 bushels for Minne- 
sota and Dakota they are becoming con- 
fident, and in the light of late events 90,000, - 
000 bushels must seem a liberal estimate.

TWO NEW YORK AMATEURS DO BLOODY 


John Sampson of the Pastime Athletic Club

The fighters appeared in the 22x2% ring 
in dark blue knee breeches and canvas shoes. 
Sampson stood five feet seven inches and 
weighed 138 pounds. He was attended by 
George Jobnson and Dan Sheehan. Adkins 
was five feet eight inches and weighed 123 
pounds. His seconds were Mike McCaffrey 


and Billy he, whose father, John Roche, 
trained dy Ryan for his championship 
fight with John L. Sullivan. Johnny 


Eckhardt was chosen referee without dis- 
pute, and Johnny Golden was appointed time- 
keeper. Queensberry rules governed. 

Sampson opened the real procediings after 
a minute's sparring by a rush and a left-hand 
blow on Adkins’ breast. Adkins tried to back 
away and Sampson’s right fist caught him on 
the chin on an upper cut. Then Adkins 
rushed and tried an upper cut, but it landed 
lightly on Sampson’schin. Then followed a 
clmch and some sharp fighting, in which 
neither seemed to gain any advantage. 

Both were wary at the startofthe second 
round, but presently Sampson made anotLer 
rush. Adkins ducked and Sampson missed an 
upper cut. Both fighters ran at each other and 
there was some fierce hammering at short 


range. One of Adkins’ vlows landed flat on 
Sam n’s nose and sent the blood fiying for 
tne first time, but generally Adkins’ bloss 
appeared to go out without force. The men 
no sooner separated than they went At it again 
inthe same way, Adkins following Sampson. 
Adkins had hie man against the ropes once, 
and again with his back to the wall where the 
ropes did not extend and was punching him 
fast in the stomach, but Sampson took it ail 
asthough he ratber liked it, and dealt his 
2 several hard cracks, including two 
vicious upper cuts. It wasafall minute be- 
fore this in-fighting was over. Whenever the 
referee ordered a break the men responded in 
admirable time. 

From the third to the sixth round it was 
pretty much the same thing over again. Both 
men landed many biows and both began to 
blow from their exertions in the fourth round.

It was with his right and caught Adkins fullon 
the nese and left cheek with a sound that 
brought from the spectators an ‘‘Oh’’ of 
sympathy for the lighter man. Adkins 
went on fighting as hard as he could 
but when time was called he was 
— profusely from bis nose and several 
cuts. The spectators unanimously agreed 
that they had seen enough and would not let 
the plucky Adkins continue. He was at first 
willing to p , but was argued into giving 
the victory to Sampson, who was plainly the 
better man. Adkins’ right eye was black and 
nearly closed, and his left eve was also in 
mourning. The left side of his nose had a big 
swelling and cut, and his iips were puffed 
considerably. -His breast bore several marks 
and scratches. Sampson’s only face mark 
was asiightly swolien nose, but he hada big 
bump behind his left ear, three siight scratches 
on the breast and three or four bruises on the 
stomach.
